‘Professor lao Craft first 
started work on the test-tube 
baby technique in 1977, some 
nine years after Sreptoe and 
Edwards began their work at 
Oldham General Haspital,.

nurrber were fertilized, only 15 
embryos were transferred to 
the mothers. In mid-1979 one 
pregnancy was achieved but 
the mother miscarried’ at six to 
seyen weeks. 

Professor Craft said yester- 
day, however, that a number 
of changes ir technigtre earlier 
this year had led to the present 
success. Two drugs are used to 
simplify and control the 
collection_ of ova so that their 
release is predictable and they 
can be collected during normal 
operating lists.

The code card which 
President Reagan carries 
with him to authenticate 
nuclear strike orders in the 
event of a military emerg- 
ency was taken from 
the Federal Bureau of [nves- 
tigation (FBI) after the 
assassination attempt on the 
President last March, causing 
some confusion over exactly 


who had control over Ameri | û 


ca"s nuclear weapons while 
the President was undergo- 
ing surgery. 

According to a front-page 
report in the Washington 
Post, the loss of the card, 
which was taker as part of 
the evidence gathering after 
the shooting, led to a serious 
dispute over its possession 
hetwecern the FBI and the 
President's military aides. 

The card is the only device 
carricd by the President to 
authenticate his nuclear 
command. It contains a series 
of coded numbers and words 
with which he can identify 
himself to military officials 
in the war room at the 
Pentagon. 

The card was designed for 
use in emerrencies when the 
President might be without 
secure voice communication. 
The code and verification 
system is considered crucial 
to national security, as there 
would only be a few minutes 
to make nuclear decisions inı 
a crisis. 

The White House has 
refused to comment on the 
report cxcept ta say that at 
no time during the events of 
March 30 was the national 
security of the United States 
impaired. However, officials 
concede that although there 
was no loss of control over 
nuclear weapons after the 
assassination attempt, the 
incident does raise questions 
about how well the emerg- 
ency system might have 
operated in a crisis.
